PITTSBUR^FLAMES. 


A Fire in That City Causes a Loss of 
Over $70,000 and Impairs 
Business Materi- 
ally. 


PiTTSBtJBG, P a . , June 10.—^The fire in 
the mail offioe of the Western union, 
starting in crossed wires behind the 
switch board, burned out three upper 
stories of the building on Fifth avenue 
and Wood street, this morning, destroy- 
ed valuable machinery of the telegraph, 
company and prostrated every wire. 
A temporary office has been taken at the 
Mutual Union office. 


The Telephone company will not be 
in a condition to do business for at least 
ten days. 
The pool rooms and bucket 
shops were compelled to close up and 
comparatively little business was trans- 
acted to-day at the various exchanges. 
The direct loss of the Western Union 
company by the destruction of wires and 
machinery is not less than $35,000. 
To this must be added heavy conse- 
quential damages on account of the de- 
lay of general business. The direct ioss 
of the telephone. company, placed by 
good judges, is from $15,000 to $20,000. 
The consequential damages to this com- 
pany is also thought to be heavy. The 
loss of the First National bank by damage 
to the building is about $15,000. The 
whole direct loss closely approximates 
to $70,000, and the direct loss may 
greatly exceed that sum.

8. Merrill, Lawrence, Mass.; Louis 
Wagner, Philadelphia; James Tanner, 
Brooklyn, N. Y.; John C. Linehan, 
Penacook, N. H., and John S. Kountz, 
Toledo. Section 2 provides that all pw- 
sons who served three months in the mil- 
itary or naval service of the United States 
and have been honorably discharged 
and are suffering from mental or physical 
disability, not the result of their o ^ 
vicious habits, shall be en titled to receive 
$12 per month. That persons who are 
now receiving pensions under the exist- 
ing laws or whose claims are pending in 
the pension office may receive the bene- 
fits of this act. That no person shall 
receive more than one pension for the 
same period, and rank in service shall 
not be considered.

DASTARDLY DEED! 


The Murder of a Wealthy Georgia 
Planter by a Disappointed 
Lover. 


BABKBsvnii.B, Ga., Jnne 10.—The 
full details of the murder of CoL John 
C. Hancock, a leading citiBen of Craw- 
ford county, show it to have been a pre- 
meditated affair. Colonel Hancock was 
a large planter, having for a neighbor 
the Rev. John A. Burnett.

COLLECTOR HUNTER. 


He Must Move to Indianapolis or Re< 
sign His Place. 


The following special from Washing- 
ton to the Cincinnati Enquirer will in- 
terest the internal revenue offi3ers in 
this city: 


"Collector Hunter, of the Lawrence- 
burg, Indiana, internal revenue district, 
has written a voluminous letter to the 
commissioner of internal revenue, filled 
with reasons why the principal ofi5ce of 
the consolidated Lawrenceburg-Kokomo 
district should not be removed from 
Lawrenceburg to Indianapolis, in ac- 
cordance with the executive order con- 
solidating the two districts. The prin- 
cipal reason was because the greater 
portion of the revenue collected in the 
district is at Lawrenceburg and Aurora. 
This reason, however, does not seem to 
impress the officials here as a strong 
one, because, as they say, a deputy will 
be retained at Lawrenoebnrg and Au- 
rora, and the tai-payer will not be put 
to any inconvenience in getting a sup- 
ply of stamps. Tne officials seem to 
think that the proper place for the prin- 
cipal office of the collector is at Indian- 
apolis, where there is a government 
building, and which is nearer the center 
of the district. It is probable that Col- 
lector Hunter will have to move np to 
Indianapolis or resign. 
The officials 
suspect that the strongest reason he has 
for objecting to the change is one that 
he omitted to give in his letter, viz., be- 
cause he resides at Lawrenceburg and 
doesn't want to be put to the inconven- 
ience of going to Indianapolis to attend 
to the duties of his position as collect- 
or."

Why 
should any man starve with such a 
country as this open to him ?" 
Maria 
Coffey, in answer to the question why 
she came, replied: 
"Because Ireland 
is becoming poorer every day, and to 
get a living in America." 
"Because 
there is no use of staying in a land 
where everybody suffers more or less 
from want," was the very good reason 
given for coming by another 
Irish 
girl. 
John O'Brien's reason for com- 
ing was "to live in a land where a 
man can be a man and not be op- 
pressed," and a very good reason it is. 
Another young man said, "I've come to 
try to make a living such as I couldn't 
find in the old country, not even in 
England." 
One who gave his name as 
Mike Hurley, and who seems. to be a 
true-hearted Irishman, 
declared he 
came "just to make a living and be a 
man." 
Good for Mike, and there's no 
doubt that he will make the one and be 
the other. Ho hundreds might be 
quoted and all would, tell substantially 
the same story.

One reason why cases terminate 
fatally that at first were not believed to 
be serious is because patients and ph^ si- 
cians neglect disease in its first and 
faint attack.
